Beſides, 
it ſome time happens by the ag 5 change of Agents, that Officers 
find great Difficulties, not to ſay Impofhbilities, to paſs their Ac- 
counts, by being engaged with 2 Agents, diſpers'd in ſeveral 
Parts of the Kingdom, and ſometimes out of the Kingdom, or not to 
be heard of. I will venture to affirm that this Grievance might be re- 
dreſs'd, without any expence to the Publick ; and inſtead of Two 
Pence, at the Charge of one Half-penny per Pound out of the Pay of 
each Regiment, by eſtabliſhing an Office under the Direction of the 
Pay-Mafter-General of the Forces, for the regular iſſuing the Pay af 
each Regiment to the ive Officer concern d: But whatever 
ſhall be thought fit to. be done in this Matter, ſurely there is no Co- 
lour or Pretence that the Publick ſhould be charged with the Payment 
of the Salaries to the Agents of Regiments.

It was Originally began, and of late 
Date, by common Conſent of the Officers themſelves, as 2 Charity 
to the Widows of their deceaſed Brethren ; And as ſuch I preſume they 
afforded it out of the Perquiſites belonging to themſelves by the Al- 
lowance or. Connivance of the Prince, or at leaft of the General and - 
General Officers; for by this. they had ſo much leſs than they other- 
wiſe wou'd have had towards: the Expence of keeping their Troops, 
and Companies full: But ſurely their Conduct in this Matter, however 
it aroſe, or however it was grounded, is far from being a Rule to di- 
2 the publick Charity of the Nation. I muſt obſerve on this Occa- 
on, that ſuch and the like Objects of Compaſſion have been always 
thought the proper Care of the Crown, and the Civil Liſt of his Ma- 
jeſty, in which I heartily concurr'd, is large enough, I hope, to enable 
im to do a8 great Acts of Charity, as were ever done by any of his 
Predeceſſors. No Man living ſal be more forward than my ſelf to 
| concur in every thing which has the Face of Charity, and there is no 
Proportion that I would ſtick at to relieve. the Wants of the Poor; 
and I ſhould think no Part of my Incomings, in common with 
others, too much for the general Happineſs and Welfare of the Briti/o- 
Nation: But at the ſame time I muff freely deelare my Opinion, that 
there are many other Caſes which equally deſerve the Publick Chari- 
ty with that which I am now treating of. And ſurely whatever ſhall 
be thought fit to be done in this Matter, it ſhould not be done in the 
Dark, but the Parliament ſhould be inform'd of the Circumſtances of 
the Perſons who are the Objects of this Charity, and fix and appro- 
priate the ſame accordingly; and not leave it to be diftributed ac 
cording to the Pleaſure Humours of any Miniſtry whatever.

I - 
preſume, none of theſe Regiments were raiſed after the ſirſf of Jane,

If any of them were raiſed in Britain, 
that was, or ſhould have been ſo. much a further leſſening of the re- 
duced Officers on the Brit iſʒ Eftabliſhment of Half. pay; and as to ſuch 
of them as were brought from Ireland, and the like Number of New 
Regiments raiſed there, that gave an 82 to that Kingdom, - 
to leſſen the Number of their Half - pay Officers, and of which Britain 
might have had the Benefit; if ſo many New Regiments had been 
raifed in England, compoled of the Reduced Officers on the Bririſb Eita- 
bliſhment of Half- pay.

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Remarks relating to the aforegoing AbſtraR. 


I. As to the Warrant-Officers, the ſame were in the Year 1714, 5862 J. 
16 3. 3 d. How many-of the Perſons in that Warrant are continued does 
not appear, but the Sum for ſuch Officers is, as aforeſaid, -confiderably 
encreaſed at this time; and by the ſame Rule, and for the ſame Rea- 
ſons may be further encreaſed to any.greater Sum, at the pleaſure-of 
Miniſters of State, either for the Benefir of their own, or the Favou- 
rires of others recommended to them: Bur if any thing of ſuch a Na- 
ture as this be fir ro be made a National Expence, the Parliament are 
then to give away the Publick Money at the Pleaſure and Direction of 
a Miniſtry. But if any of the Perſoos in this Lift, are really Objects of 
Charity, they are properly under the Care and Compaſſion of the Crown; 
bur ſurely ſuch ſort of Charity-Briefs to a Houſe of Parliament, have 
been bur very lately introduced; and tis very fir to put a ſtop to a Pra- 
tice of this kind, in which the Nation has been far from being well 
uſed. And it is certain, that nothing like this was intended by the Par- 
liament, in their granting Half-pay to the Reduced Officers after the 
Reſwick Peace, and which was then even the firſt Preſident of that kind. 

II. As to the Officers of the Regiments reduced in Trelend, this is the 
firſt time that ever ſuch a Demand was made, alrho' there have been ma- 
ny Preſidents of Regiments, ſent from England into Ireland, and Re- 
giments there disbanded to make room for them; why the Brisiſb 
Parliament ſhould now begin to do what they never did, is not eaſy to 
gueſs. The ſending of the new raiſed Regiments into Ireland, ſeems to 
have been intended only for the Benefir of their Officers; for, on Exa- 
- mination, it will be found, that there was bur very little difference in 
Time between the raifing of the new Regiments ſent into Ireland, and thoſe 
which were disbanded there, ſcarce worth the Sum of 6388 J. 15-5.-6 d. 

in the Tranſportation. It will perhaps be ſaid, .Thar-if the 
Regiments ſent into. Ire/and. bad been disbanded in England, the Offi- 
cers would have then been Iutitld to Half-pav, which would have been 
the ſame Expence to the Nation. To this I anſwer, Thar the ſame ' 
thing might have been ſaid on all former Occafions, but it was never 
ſaid ro a Brzeiſb Parliament till now. But I further obſerve, Thar all 
the Officers of thoſe Regiments, on ſuch a disbanding, would not have
